“Peking, May 18,--Cantonese officials Pek- 
ing strongly oppose railway organisation under 
pratection of Viceroy Shum.” . . 

In consequence of the alleged ‘high-handed 
methods of the Canton Viceroy, the vernacular

‘authorities,. with the result, it is said,’ 
that three’ journals have been suppressed, 
and the editors of others severely ; repri- 
manded, Some time last week, a new 
joursal, calling itself the Yuet Tung Sun Po 
(Kwangtung News) was sprung upon the 
public, but it is said that it has not“ caught 
on.”

edition of the revised laws of Bridge, published 
and printed at the 7¥mes, of Ceylon Press, 
Colombo, This handy little volume, Cosmo- 
politan Bridge, by Red Lancer,” is well got 
up, well expressed and well printed, and 
evidently aims at being the "Cavendish ” of 
Bridge.’ As the author states in his prefatorial 


the opinions he offers may not appeal to Eng- 
lish readers and players-of the game—the very 
fascinating game—for he writes from the stand- 
point of an observer and a player of the ganic 
in many countries on the continent of Europe,” 
and his cosmopolitan experience entitles him’ 
therefore to write with’ the authority of one 
who thoroughly knows and understands his 
subject. He learnt the game in, France, 
and subsequently played it with subjects 
of many nations,” and on this account 
he has acquired a more cosmopolitan and 
less insular system of play, for he clainis 
that the finest card player the world has 
ever seen was the.gréat French master of the 
game, Deschappelles. Whea Bridge first be- 
came popular in England it was played on the 
same lines as whist, but now the lawsshave 
changed and this is the rafson d'etre of this 
little volume. Clearly “Red Lancer" is an 
authority on this game, and recognizes that ils 
great charm is its infinite variety; a variety, 
however, which renders it the.more difficult to 
write about and describe. But he overcomes 
this difficulty and even: adds to thé variety, for 
after rehearsing and criticizing the ruling 
laws and regulations, he gives a number 
of illustrated bands, and then proceeds 
to explain the meaning of the technical 
lerms which slip so ghbly from the lips of 
every Bridge-player. A novel feature of this 
little work and one which should appeal to all 
devotees of this attractive pastime, is a short 
chapter on the-“Etiquette of Bridge", in which 
is laid down what a player may and may not 
do, a chapter which should be read, marked, 
learned and inwardly digested by every intend- 
ing player before he or she attempts to take

An amusing slory of how one ricksha coolie 
fooled another of Ate tribe is related bya. corres: 
pondent whe wilnessed the incident. A gentle- 
man who was bound for Kowloon was driven 
tothe Ferry wharf, and on arriving there he 
dismounted. After the careless fashion of 
some people, he drew outa handful of coins 
from which to sclect a ten-cent piece, but in 
the hurry he spilled a few into the street. He 
managed to find all the moncy with the excep- 
tion of atwenty-cent piece. [t had fallen be- 
hind him: and was promptly covered by the 
broad, flat foot of thericksha man. ‘Ihe “fare” 
searched high and low for the missing money 
but to no avail, Even the'coolie pretended to 
join in the search; he hobbled around on one 
foot, describing a circle, the centre being the 
hidden coin. ‘hen the ferry-boat gave a hoot, 
and the gentleman made a dive for it, abandon- 
ing the money to its fate, Another ricksha 
coolie had seen the whole performance, ft 
was his tura now, so up he ran and shouted 
“halves,” or words to that effect.

- GAMBLING HAIDS.

A dukang 
entered the flat and watched the game for 
several minutes before the signal of * rush the 
house “was given. ‘ The gamblers used Euro- 
pean cards to play ngau pas. The third coolie 
won this hand and collected the stakes, which 
amounted to §2, twenty cents of which he 
threwin the'kitty" as commission for the house. 
The first man had to answer a charge of being 
the leader and keeper of the house, while the 
remainder were charged with gambling. The 
sergeant, who conducted the case, said that 
defendants were mostly dock hands; the first 
defendant bad already been convicted for.a 
similar offence, while afew of the defendants 
had as much as $60in their pockets. Mr. F. A, 
Hazeland fined the first two defendants $75 
each, the others having to pay $3 apiece.

CHINESE VOLUNTEERS. 
|. CHINA AWAKENING. 


The much talked of Chinese Volunteer Corps, 
which bas been’ mentioned from time to time, 
has at last taken definite shape and it is stated 
the Corps has now been formed with a mem- 
bership at present of 240, principally wealthy 
“native bankers, merchants, compradores, clerks, 
ete. The new corps, the SAanghat Mercury 
af rgth inst. says, isto be composed at first of 
Infantry and Cavalry and-asa start they have 
obtained forty very good horses, The uniforms 
have been niade and are very neat. They are 
made in European style, of grey. cloth, the 
trousers having two black stripes down the 
side; the blouse is timmed with black braid 
and black edging round the collarand shoulder 
straps; The cap is very much jike dhe Ame: 
rican volunteer cap, being grey..with black 
edging and black visor and will have two small 
crossed’ flags as the badge of the corps, The' 
buttons ate of brass with dragon device, The 
uniiorm is finished off with a brown leather 
‘elt witha dragon device brass buckle, -and 
black European Wellington boots complete 
The parade ground to be used is 
a piece of land about ten mow jin exicnt 
off the North Chekiang Road at the rear al 
the Mixed. Court. The drill instructors are’ 
graduates of St. John’s Cullege ‘and the 
American drill isto be adopted by the corps. 
Their first official drill will take place next 
‘Monday morning from 6.30 to 8.4m. and will 
then be continued twice daily, the afternoon 
drill taking place ‘from § to 630 p.m. They 
wil] not be supplied with arms for about three 
months as the Viceroy siys that he wishes 
“them to practice for that time, at the end. of 
which he will enter into negotiations with the 
Waiwupu and the Foreign ministers at Peking 
on the subject of aims, Next Sunday al t p.m, 
there will bea monster meeting held oo the 
parade ground to which alf the influential 
Chinese officials, ete. will be. invited and 
iefréshments will be served after which the 
colgurs will be saluted, The intention is to 
raise the corps to a total strength of 5,009 for 
the purpose of quelling any disturbance, that. 
might occur in the native city or outside the 
Settlement limits where a yreat many of the 
membets reside and who are greatly alarmed 
at the constant recurrence of armed robberies. 
At present the corps is divided into two 
divisions, each being commanded by a captain

By a strange ‘coincidence 
the box shop belonged to the man fram whom 
the prisoner had bought the watch, and by a 
lurther coincidence, the very man from whom 
he had bought the watch and 10 whom he had 
given the forged banknote, was also in the hox 
shop, and recognized the prisoner. The foAi }- 
of the box shop handed down some 
boxes and prisoner selected one, and ten- 
dered a $10 note in payment. Sang ‘Chun, 
the watchmaker, then had the prisoner 
arrested and taken to the Station, and there, on 
searching him, were found four $to notes, all 
of which were forgeries, Ie was charged with 
uttering forged notes, and with being | in 
ossession of forged: banknotes, purport. 
ing to be banknotes ‘of the Hooghong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation. ' Frisoner 
said he did not know they were forgeries, 
they were paid to him by’ a- visitor from 
Japan. - But they had heard his. plea and 
alter they had heard the evidence he would 
call, it would be for them to consider whether 
the man was guilty or not and return a verdict 
in accordance with their convictions.

POLICE REPORT FOR 1905. 


NEW TERRITORIES. 


Mr. G. N. Onme, Assistant. Superintendent 
of Police in the New Territories, writes in 
his report fot the past year as.followsi |. 

During the year 1905 there wax not_a large 
amount of serious crime.in the New Territory 
and it was chiefly remarkable for its equal dis- 
tribution throughout \ the year, of which the 
carly part produced fower robberics than tho, 
later, and the poriod before and After Chinese 
New Year was fres from the rabberies by which 
it is usually characterised. The north-west 
borders ofthe Territory (previous to the erection 
of the block-house mentioned below) and the 


‘south of Mirs Unay with the Island. of Ping 


Chau, again.suffered most from these depreda- 
tions; however, the last successful raid upon 
Ping Chau Island induced the islanders to 
obtain permission to form a. guard, which 
has repulsed a subsequent altampt at robbery. 
[visto be hoped that n similar spirit. of énter- 


prise may in future animate other parts of the. 


Territory. As usual, the large majority of the 
minor offences were contraventions of the 
Opium Ordinance; larcenies have been of rar 
accurrence and i118 noticeable that debts are 
seldom denied or disputed, which greatly facili- 
tates the administration of justice, ‘What was 
formerly the most exposed part of the Territory 
is now well protected by the block-house at the 
‘To Ku Liog, on the north of the Sheung Shui 


at which date one Indian. sergeant and four 
Indian constables (of whom two Constables were 
detailed from Sheung Shui and the others from 
the Central) were accommodated in tents close 
by, until they moved into the quarters.in-March.

tho' south-western districts of Tsin Wan and 
Tai Lam Chung have'paid nothing, and owing 
to their distance from the police stations it is 
difficult to collect these rents.

.¥19,560,020,000 in. round figures, and the 
national and local taxesamountta ¥290,000,000, 
equal to 2.21 percent. of the national wealth. 
Taking the profit accruing from iif roperty 
of the people at § per cent.,.it wilt be seen 
the taxes now paid amount to 44.2 per cent, 
of the income. This can certainly not be 
described as a light burden. The per. 
centage will be even heavier.when house- 
hold furniture, which yields no profit, is de- 
ducted-from the amount! of national wealth, 
The amount of taxes mentioned represents the 
figures for the fiscal year 1994-5 in the case of 
ontional taxes, and forthe fiscal year 1902-3 in 
the case of local taxes,. During the Jast fiscal 
year the national taxation was increased on two 
occasions, and the burden has thus been in. 
creased by Y102,000,000 or one-third, -‘The 
national wealth may also. have increased, but 
notte the extent of one-third, 
Reviewing the increase of taxation, our con> 
.temporary remarks that.the national taxes for 
the year 1893-4 amounted to Y70,0°0,000, which 
had increased to ¥310,000,000 Jast year, an 
increase of 440 per cent. In the case of local 
taxes, the increaso was from Y37,000,000 to 
Y103,000,000, equal to 280 per cent. On an 
average the national taxes had increased at the 
rate of 33 per cent. per annum, and the local 
taxes 13 per cent. per annum, i 
Some’ light may be thrown onthe increase 
of the national income by, the sayin; 8 and 
capital invested in business, which is the only 
information available for the purpose.

7HE CHINESE IMPERIAL POST 


OFFICE IN 10905. 

The report on the working of the Post Office 
for-the year 1905, with the accompanying 
documents, occupies no fewer than filty pages 
of the last Annual Report on the Foreign Trade 
of China, and shows-a continued development 
and steady progress, ‘The list of establish. 
ments now number 1,626, of which number 3°7 
were added during the year. The total of 
articles dealt with, which was 664 millions in 
1904, rose to°76 millions. Parcels advanaed 
fram 771,000 to over 1,000,000, From a finan- 
cial point of view the year ‘was a remarkable 
one, inasmuch.as-the Postal Organisation ceas- 
ed, for the first time since its foundation, to 
appeal for pecuniary help from the sister ser- 
vice, the. Customs, and this notwithstanding the 


fact that of the promised subsidy more than. 


half was not pai , . 
Looking at a few of the details of the Report, 
we find that among the northern districts, those 
of Peking, K‘aiféng, and Chinan show a airik- 
ing advance, which amounts to over 2,000,000 
articles for Peking (Chihli proper) to nearle 
1,000,coo for K‘aiféng, and over 800,0c0. for 
Chinan. Tientsin, with its 500,000 articles far 
the district, remained nearly stationary 


Newchwang fell from*,-00,000 to a. litile over, 
1,000,000;: but it id pointed out that this de- 


cline is only temporary and was due to mili- 
tary exigencies. There seem, fortunately, to 
be good prospects of an early recovery. 


--” Turning to Central China, we are reminded. 


that the two chief offices, one at Chungking 
and the other at Chéngtu, the provincial capital, 
include the whole of Szechuen, which is one of 
the Jargest, wealthiest and most populous 
Provinces of China. During the year 30 postal 
establishments were added to the list, making 
a total of 125. . From about 1,090,000 articles, 


Operations rose to 1,500,009, while parcels in- 


creased from 15,0co to over 22,000, Ichany 
made a great. stride forward as did Shas} also’ 
Changeha and Yochow, jo Hunan, are pra- 
-Rressing tapidly. ‘ Hankow,:- which commands 
one of the largest’ and mos! promising posta’ 
districts of China, continued to be temarkable 
more for its increase in establishments now 
nunibering 113, than for actual results. Thre 
opening of the Ching-Han railway will h ve 
a grent effect on this important centre: As 
faras the Shensi province is concerned, the 
reaults thus far have been but meagre. 

We come next to the Lower Yangize and 
neighbouring districts, Nanking is doing ex- 
ceedingly well, while substantial progress was 
made in the Wuhu and Tatung districts. Chin-’ 
kinng has gr atly increased its operatia:s, At 
Shanghai matters have most satisfactorily ad- 
vanced; that the figures, however, show little 
or no: progress is explained to be due to de 
fective records, , Business has been briak, six 
more agencies have'been added to the list, and 
numerous box offices have been planted about 
the Forei:1 Settlements. Business in ythe 
Soochow, Ningpo,,and Hangchow districts, 
proved, likewise, moot satisfactory. : 

The only remaining section to notice is that 
of the South China and Yunnan stations, in 
which, of course, Canton holds the first place. 
Progress has been wonderful these for some 
time past, its postal possibilities being very 
Rreat.

Accarding to him, the revolu- 
tionary priest was butchered by four labourers

Petersburg ran with the blood of the starving 
Pultikof work peuple, who, led by Father 
Gapon and .Father Sergius, were shot ‘down 
like dogs atthe Narva Gates Father Sergius 
was killed on the spout; Father Gapon, bear- 
ing the cross and an‘ikon, received a bullet 
wound in the chest and was taken to. the
